The number of foreign born chil­ 
dren in California under 17 years of 
age i* less than 3 per cent of the 
total. 
Deaf children numbered 501, 
children not vaccinated number 211,- 
167, and children under 17 years of 
age who work for wages in California 
number 15,739. 
Of the 460,238 
census 
children, 
343,642 were enrolled in the public 
schools, 
32,802 
were 
In 
private 
schools, and 83,749 were in no school. 
The large number of children classi­ 
fied under the “no school” heading 
includes children between 
the ages 
of five and six, who, though rated as 
census children, can not by law be 
permitted to attend school until they 
are 6 years of age. 
The number of 
children under 5 years is 174,725. 
While the school census is an im­ 
portant m atter because every child 
on the school census is worth $7 from 
the state school fund to the district, 
the enrollment is a vital point, as re­ 
gards the school’s sphere of 
influ­ 
ence, for it registers the number of 
boys and girls that come within gun­ 
shot of the educational plant. There 
was an increase of 10,139 children in 
the enrollment last year, 
mounting 
from 312,222 to 322,361. 
Although the number of boys, 16S,- 
803, outnumbered that of the girls, 
153,558, a detailed statem ent of the 
enrollment by 
grades shows 
that 
while the boys outnumbered the girls 
in the lower grades the difference 
gradually diminished until at a cer­ 
tain point the girls outnumbered the 
boys. 
Thus in the first grade last year 
there were 5635 more boys than girls;
